Case of the United States Against 

Avery Before the Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, March 19. 


The case of Avery and others, indict- 
ed under the enforcement act, for the 
killing of one Jim Williams, while at- 
tempting to prevent colored people 
from yoting in South Carolina, now 
came up before the Supreme Court, and 
was argued. A motion was made by 
the Government to dismiss the writ of 
error, because it is from a motion to 
quash, which was wholly within the 
discretion of the Court below, the Gov- 
ernment insisting that as the matter was 
within the discretion of the Court, this 
Court has not the jurisdiction to review 
it. The case involves the constitution- 
ality of the Enforcement or Ku Klux 
act of May, 1870. On the question 
whether the Fifteenth Amendment au 
thorizes the legislation, or in other 
words, whether the act is 2ppropriate 
legislation to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of the amendment, the Govern- 
/ ment takes the affirmative of the ques- 
tion, and the defense the negative, 
insisting that the amendment authorizs 
ne legisiation on the subject of suffrage, 
but leaves that matter wholly with the 
States, except te face that they shall 
make no law debarring any citizen 
from the right on account of race, colcr 
or previous condition of servitude.

THE POOL OF POLITICS. 

Gov. Caldwell, in unlawfully appoint 
ing his “ Commissioners” to assume 
control of the two Asylums and the 
Penitentiary, hypocritically avers that 
his desire is “ to take those Institutions 
out of the pool of politics.” A very 
laudable intention, truly! but the 
Governor will pardon us if we take his 
generous assertion cum grano salis. It 
smacks too strongly of the Pecksniffian 

odor of unselfish generosity to deceive 
even the most superficial observer. His 
fling at the present Boards in charge of 
those Institutions is not only unwar- 
ranted and unjust, but is totally 
beneath the dignity of the Chief Magis- 
trate of a great State. His imputation 
that political considerations have enter- 
ed into the management of those 
Institutions, under the rule of the Con- 
servative party, 1s without foundation 
in fact. He desires to take them out of 
the pool of politics. Let us see if the 
Conservative party has immersed them 
in political waters. 

At the Insane Asylum, Dr. Eugene 
Grissom, a consistent adherent to the 
Republican party, was retained by the 
Conservative party upon its assumption 
of power in the State, as Superintendent 
of that Institution, notwithstanding a 
strong effort was made to displace him, 
and the claims of several prominent 
Conservative physicians were strongly 
urged upon political grounds. He was 
retained in his place, net only because 
of his eminent fitness and capacity for 
the position, but also because the Con- 
servative party desired that no political 
considerations should enter into the 
management of the Insane Asylum. 


Gen. Dockery, of whom it is needless 


to say, that he is and has been a prom. 
inent Republican politicien, was retain- 
ed upo@the Board of Directors of the 
Penitentiary, because the General As- 
sembly was anxious to testify to the 
people of the State, that that Institution 
should be lifted above the atmosphere 
of party. 

At the Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb and the Blind, John Nichols had 
been elected Superintendent by a Board 
of as perhaps as bitter Radicals as could 
be found in North Carolina, and was in 
office when the present Board, appoint- 
ed by the General Assemby, took pos 
session. Notwithstanding this fact, he 
was re-elected to the position by the 
present Conservative Board, because the 
Trustees saw fit to discard all political 
prejudices in the discharge o1 their duty 
to the people of the Strate. At this 
Institution, also, James H. Harris, the 
most prominent colored Radical in the 
State, and a bitter and extreme parti- 
san, was retained as Supervisor of the 
colored department, until the Board of 
Trustees, irom motives of economy 
abolished the office, by transferring its 
duties to the shoulders of the Superin. 
tendent. Henry Potter, a United States 
Commissioner at the time of his appoint- 
ment, was placed in charge of the shoe- 
shop; and Henry Gorman, an intense 
Radical, theretofore appointed on ac- 
count of his politics, was retained in 
charge of the carpenter shop until it 
was found to be an expense to the Insti- 
tution, and was done away with. 

In view of these facts, we ask, if the 
Governor is justified in his insinuation 
that under Conservative management 
these State Institutions have been placed 
in the “pool ef politics?” Do these 
facts not disprove his undignified and 
malicious slur, and exhibit his hypocrit- 
ical pretensions in their true light? The 
pool of politics, indeed! Why, the late 
attion of his Excellency was induced by 
no reason save the necessities of his par- 
ty. The Radical “pool of politics” has 
itsfountain headin the Gubernatorial 
chair. The Governor bathes in its stimy 
waters day after day; its vile vapors 
moisten his every official act; his vision 
is limited to its turbid surface ; bis ears 
hear only the plashing of its black wa- 
ters; he lives and moves,and has his 
official being in this noisome pool, and 
he attempts to scuttle and sink the 
ship of State beneath its murky waves.
